In Country's Service 


While prayers of thankfulness for 
promised peace were ascending from 
many hearts on Sunday mornng, a sha­ 
dow was cast ovor the congregation at 
tho Methodist church during the scr- 
vico, when a briof notice was handed 
the 
pastor 
announcing 
that 
Milton 
Kanode, a former resident of this city 
and an attendant of the church, had 
been killed in Prance. 


Unofficial information was received 
of tho young man's death through a 
soldier's letter, written by one who had 
been wounded by a fragment of the 
shell that had instantly killed Kanode. 


The young soldier went to Franco 
from Camp Lewis, Washington, and at 
the time of his death, October 4, was 
a member of company F, 3(51st infan­ 
try, 91st division. He had two brothers 
in tho service in Franco. His parents 
reside in Topeka, Kansas. 


During his residence in Covina the 
young man made his home with Mr. and 
Mrs. E. P. Hull on West Center street. 
He was a clerk in the Chaffey grocery 
store. He was a manly young fellow, 
v/ith a happy disposition. For nearly a 
year prior to being called in the draft, 
young Kanode was a mail sorter in the 
Los Angeles postofficc. 


Under the gold stars in the Covina 
service .flag now stand emblazoned the 
names of Lieutenant Theodore Kirk, 
Carl Kohlmeier, Harry M. Lockwood, 
and Milton Kanode. 


It is a sad coincidence that Lieuten­ 
ant Kirk was tho son-in-law of Mr. and 
Mrs. E. P. Hull, having married their 
eldest daughter, Miss May Hull, some 
two years ago, and young Kanode was 
the fiance of the younger daughter, Miss 
Edith Hull. 


Brown Rot on Oranges 
Preventable by Spraying 


The following notes on brown rot of 
orangos arc made by the manager of 
one of the largo Covina packing houses: 


Now that wo have had our first rains, 
and for those who have fumigated, this 
will bo a splendid time to spray your 
orange and lemon trees for the preven­ 
tion of brown rot. 


Growerg cannot afford, for a few 
Cents per tree, to take the chances of 
losing fruit from this rot, which is al­ 
ways prevalent during the rainy season. 
It is very infections and means a big 
loss if affected fruit is shipped, as it 
develops rapidly after being 
packed 
and while in transit enst. 


Many packing houses now refuse to 
pick or ship the fruit on lower branches 
unless the trees and ground have been 
sprayed with Bordeaux mixture a sure 
preventative against brown rot. 


There are a number of contracting 
Outfits ready to go into the orchards to 
do this work, and growers should lose 
no time in getting this work done. 
Growers bolonging to any one of the 
exchange associations ;can secure ' the 
Bordeaux mixture nil ready at their 
packing houses.

Deputy Sheriff George W. Van Vliot 
of Covina was fatally shot early Tues­ 
day evening at Arcadia by^a woman 
bandit in one of the most sensational 
gun duels in the criminal history of Los 
Angeles county. Tho woman was Marie 
Celano Jones, who with her husband 
have been responsible for many desper­ 
ate crimes—murders, train and bank 
robborics, and holdups throughout tho 
states of Illinois, Missouri, Colorado, 
and California. 


Mrs. Van Vliet was notified by tele­ 
phone of the dangerous chm-acter of 
the wound sustained by her husband 
and an auto was rushed from Arcadia 
to take her to him. She was accompan 
icd by Miss Mabel Van Vliet, a trained 
.nurse, and sister of the injured man 
Following tho shooting Van Vliet had 
been taken to tho military hospital at 
the balloon school, located about three 
blocks from the secene of tho shooting. 
By pare strength of will the injured 
man lived until his wife reached him, 
and was able to converse with her for 
ten minutes before he expired. 


After death the body was removed to 
the undertaking parlors of W. Q.'CuS' 
tor, where a coroner's inquest was hold 
yesterday and a verdict returned in ac­ 
cord with the evidence. 


For twenty years Mr. Van Vliet had 
l)eeii. a resident of Covina. The greater 
portion of this time he has served the 
public in the capacity of constable and 
deputy sheriff. For sixteen years he has 
boon an active deputy in the sheriff's 
office. 


'Fearless and Loyal" should be the 
inscription placed upon the stone which 
will mark the last resting place of this 
gallant officers who was never known 
to flinch in the face of danger, and 
whose unselfish loyalty to his friends 
made him beloved by his fellow officers 
and a wide circle of friends throughout 
tho county. 


Ho was a devoted husband and a lov­ 
ing father. Ho has often remarked that 


his enforced absence from home in the 
course of his duty as transportation 
deputy. After a trip to San Quontin 
or Folsom. with a prisoner, ho always 
looked forward to the hour of play 
with his children, Richard, 
Kenneth 
and Betty, upon his return. 


In accordance with the wishes of tho 
family, simple funeral services will be 
hold at tho Prosbyterian church this 
(Friday) morning at 10 o'clock. The 
services will be conducted by tho Rev 
C. A. Foreman, pastor of tho church, 
assisted by Rev. Paul Stevons of Pasa 
.dena. The interment will take place at 
Pomona. Tho pallbearers will bo bro­ 
ther officers from tho sheriff's 
offico 
with whom he has worked for the past 
sixteen years.

Has Visions of Home 


The following letter from the war 
front, received this week by a Covina 
mother, who desires her name to be 
withheld, is teeming with a pathos and 
longing for peace and happiness again: 
Oct. 17, 1918. 


Mother Dearest: 


I have a little time (his morning, so 
will let you know that I am all O. K. 
and feeling grand. 


We had a dandy C. S. meeting last 
night, so I want to tell you about it. 
Can you picture a group of about a 
dozen boys gathered together in 
the 
corner of an old French barn? On a 
bench was our light, which consisted of 
a candle. The i<ox also answered as a 
table for the readers, one a sergeant, 
the other a private, and the boys seated 
around on the floor. We get so much 
good from the lessons, and the boys 
take so much interest in them. 
Every 
class we have there are newcomers who 
ore becoming more and more interested 
all the 
time. 
What a painting that 
would make! It goes to show that you 
can find good, no matter where you are. 
After meeting I went over to the Y. M. 
C. A. building, a little two-room house 
with a fireplace almost as large as one 
of the rooms, with a nice fire going and 
lots of good things to read. After read­ 
ing awhile I sat in front of the fireplace 
and drew many beautiful pictures in 
the flames of those dear to me at home, 
I could see you and daddy in your room 
looking over the paper, and then you 
busy with your knitting for the boys 
over here. I loved every corner in that 
dear home of yours. It was so real that 
I spent a whole hour at home with you 
and Dad, around the yard and in the 
house. And oh, what a good time we 
will hnvc when I get back. Wc are go­ 
ing to sit and talk for one solid week, 
for I am sure it will take me that long 
to tell you about my trip and the many 
things I have seen. 


Wc are having a great deal of rain 
and it is quite cool at all times, but wc 
have three good warm blankets, a good 
big overcoat, slicker—and with our knit 
goods there is no chnnco to get cold 
even in the worst kind of weather. 


I have just purchased a new watch 
and I like it very much; it is a Swiss 
movement and very neat size.

In the year 1(521 our Pilgrim fathers 
at Plymouth set opart a day for thanks­ 
giving 
immediately 
after 
their 
first 
harvest. 


Since that time, one after 
another, 
ail states in the Union have proclaimed 
the festival on various dates until in 
186M, when Abraham Lincoln appointed 
the fourth 
Thursday in November a 
day of national thanksgiving, and since 
that time each president has annually 
followed his example. 


In accordance with this time-honored 
custom, our president has proclaimed 
the fourth Thursday, the 28th of Nov­ 
ember, to be a day of national thanks­ 
giving—and such a day of thanks to 
Almighty God as the world has? never 
before known: 
thanks for liberty of 
conscience and freedom from the thrall- 
dom of autocracy; thanks to God that 
the atrocities of war have not been 
permitted to devastate our land; thanks 
for the prosperity which has enabled us 
out of our- abundance to succor the dis­ 
tressed in distant lands; thanks that 
the spirit of democracy will engender 
thanksgiving in the hearts of the down­ 
trodden victiniM of autocracy through­ 
out the entire world.

Although the blessings of prosperity 
must of necessity vary throughout the 
different states of the Union, yet in the 
aggregate they will .all be benefited— 
for none in the extreme, but all to a 
degree, will enter into the enjoyment 
of the most prosperous year the United 
States has ever known. 


Covina citrus growers have 
special 
cause to be thankful—for in addition to 
the bountiful harvest just marketed, we 
are justified in looking forward to th'o 
coming year as likely to be the most 
prosperous in the history of the indus­ 
try. Due,to annual fumigation, intelli­ 
gent and liberal fertilizing, and possi­ 
bly to more favorable climatic condi­ 


tions in this section during the month 
of .Tunc than that prevailing in most 
of the other citrus districts, Southern 
and Middle California promise a navel 
production of fully 80 per cent of the 
heaviest crop ever carried on our trees. 


This condition 
does not prevail to 
the same extent in other districts, for 
in the Portcrville and Lindsay sections, 
10 per cent would be a liberal estimate; 
Ontario has 50 per cent; Pomona, 05; 
Rcdlands, 35; East Highlands, 70; West 
Highlands, 25; Highlands, 20; and Riv­ 
erside 30 per cent.

hundreds of thousands of dollars into 
the pockets of Covina growers. In ad 
dition to the bright prospects of tho 
navel crop, Valencia groves in the Co 
vina district promise more than a nor 
mnl yield, with a high grade of fruit. 


This pen picture of crop yield, which 
may bo fully verified on inspection of 
groves and reports, means that not only 
will our ranchers be prosperous, but 
that every mercantile and other line of 
business 
throughout tho valley, 
will 
share pro-rata in the general prosperity. 


The citrus industry is the prop and 
mainstay of this community, and upon 
the loyalty of our ranchers to its busi­ 
ness interests, depends the prosperity of 
Covina.

IN NEW YORK 


Miss Eva Edwards, former principal 
of the Covina grammar schools, waiting 
for service overseas, describes opening 
for war work campaign 
at Madison 
Square Gardens as follows: 


Nov. 3, 1918. 


New York City. 
Sunday night is not a real hilarious 
point in the week for a wanderer and 
1 thought this evening, as I looked down 
toward the Goddess of Liberty, holding 
her torch out to sea, "Old girl, when 
this war is over you'll have to look a 
few 
thousand 
miles back 
over 
your 
shoulder to see me! " 


But today has really been a most 
wonderful event. 
The opening of the 
war work campaign occurred at Madi­ 
son Square Garden. Ten thousand is 
the smallest estimate I have heard on 
the audience. Each of the seven organi­ 
zations combining for this fund was 
represented by masses of its own work- | 
crs. 
Part of us, of the Y. M. C. A., had 
our uniforms, but most of us not. We 
who are still awaiting our passports 
may not have our uniforms until they 
conic I think I have never seen any­ 
thing more significant of the trend of 
the times, both politically and religious­ 
ly, than the greetings of these men to 
each other, to say nothing of their won­ 
derful 
addresses—and I believe 
they 
were sincere. 


Notice how they came on the pro­ 
gram. Could anything be more breath­ 
taking than Cardinal Gibbons saluting 
Rabbi Wise, unless it might be the feli­ 
citations of the Honorables 
Cochran, 
Hughos and Baker! For New York is 
not nearly so democratic as Southern 
California (so much the worse for New 
York!) and is thereby getting some jolt! 
Verily, this reconstruction—this level­ 
ing of caste and erasing of lines, is go­ 
ing to be some revolution! 


The city is full of soldiers and sailors 
of every rank and nation—and I have­ 
n't seen a drunken man in unifpr'm yet, 
from ono ocean to the other—and I've 
seen a lot of uniforms, believe me! 


We Y.M.C.A. workers, after 
finishing 
our conference, wait for notice of our 
passports and then strike out for the 
first boat over. These passports come 
slowly, one at a time, and as you' may 
imagine, the excitement of the daily 
list gets 
- more tense every day. 
Sin­ 
cerely hope my name may bo "written 
t h e r e " very soon. 
They are taking 
good care of us while we wait. 
There 
are about a hundred of us now«. We 
spend part of our time working in can­ 
teens, arc trying to get as much French 
as possible, and between times we do 
our overseas shopping. 
Have inciden­ 
tally seen a bit of New York, heard the 
Damroschc 
orchestra and spent 
some 
time on the tops of Fifth avenue busses 
(and as little as possible on the sub­ 
way.) 
/ 


Everyone feels that peace is very 
near, but of course the work of the 
Y. M. C. A. will be far more needed 
than ever after the fighting is over and 
the boys are impatient to come home. 
" J u s t waiting" is tho most trying ex­ 
perience a human can have, I really be 
lieve. I trust that my service in that 
line is nearly over, but no one knows. 
I may be hero for weeks yet. 


We are quartered in one of the most 
elegant old mansions on a famous stree.t 
—donated for the time being for our 
use. 
Across the street is the Pierpont 
Morgan place—a dreary old brick mon 
ument from the outside, with a few so 
cret sorvice guards constantly sleuthing 
around the promises, watching the iron 
fence—guarded walls. Tho most path­ 
etic thing wo see in Now York is a 
sorry looking little orange tree, grow­ 
ing in an imposing looking urn in front 
of the famous Morgan libvary—jiow her 
jnetically scaled. 
Poor little stray! I 
wonder if it too loves tho warmer sun* 
shine? 


When I get Over I'll try to tell you 
something of our work. Just now it is 
only just sit tight and try to bear the 
waiting like a good soldier. I think of 
you all very much. What is it about 
dear old scrappy Covina that 
makes 
her children lovo her sof For every day 
I plan for things we '11 do ' ' when the 
war is over."

Forbes returned 
the fire and Mrs. Forbes, sliding down 
in tho bottom of the car and grabbing 
an automatic pistol which was within 
easy reach, turned loose on Van Vliot. 
It is believed that it was one of her 
bullets which hit him in the breast. She 
was killed by a charge of buckshot'from 
Anderson's giin. 
A moment .later An­ 
derson brought down Forbes. 
He kill­ 
ed both by shooting them through the 
head. 


The automobile engine was still run­ 
ning whoa the woman toppled over with 
three buckshot through her head. 
Her 
lifeless foot slipped from the brake and 
the machine ran ahead a couple of hun­ 
dred feet and stalled in a ditch.

from a wound in his breast, was hurried 
to the hospital at the balloon school.

days Forbes was wanted by the police 
for highway robbery, holdups and grand 
larceny. After that ho was almost con­ 
stantly in trouble. Subsequently he was 
picked up 'on suspicion of having been 
in the Culver City job. 


After his arrest for the Culver City 


job, 
Forbes was taken back to Butler, 


Mo., 
where he was wanted on suspicion 
of having killed a man, but in som.3 
manner he managed, to escape from tho 
authorities there, and he 
immediately 
resumed his career as an outlaw. 
M A N Y 
CRIMES. 
Forbes 
was 
born in the woods 
of 
Missouri twenty-one years ago, the son 
of a day laborer in a box factory. 
He 
fell in at the age of 
13 with 
John 
Shcad, a few years older, who is now 
serving a ninety-nine year term in the 
Missouri 
penitentiary. 
Shcad 
and 
Forbes stole from box cars and railroad 
warehouses. Detective Koger of Kansas 
City was shot and killed while trying to, 
capture them. Forbes was once rescued 
from his guards on a railroad train by 
Shead, who killod one of the officers.

Victor D. lai Tour, a criminologist, talk­ 
ed to Forbes in jail and reported that 
all of tho boy 'a criminal deeds were due 
to suggestions from others. Ho said that 
Forbes was the most susceptible of any 
person he had evor met to tho influonco 
of 
others. 
Dr. La Tour wrote 
on 
a 
piece of paper, " Y o u must write sev-' 


en," 
folded it up and handed it to tho 
young man and told Forbes to jot down 
any number between one and 
twenty 
without unfolding the paper. 
Without 
having seen what tho doctor had writ­ 
ten and without tho slightest hesitation 
Forbes wrote the number seven. 


Charles R. Burger, now county civil 
service commissioner, interested himself 
in Forbes's case when the boy was ar­ 
rested in Los Angeles three yoars ago 
and declared that at that time Forbes 
had been wrongfully 
accused by 
the 
Missouri authorities of wholesale crimes 
ranging from murder to petty larceny. 
Burger at that time in a written com­ 
munication 
described 
Forbes 
as 
" a 
quiet, soft 
spoken, modest 
and 
cour­ 
teous young man of 17, away above tho 
avorage 
in 
intelligence, 
admirod 
and 
liked by all who camo in contact with
